This group of plants has increased in popularity by leaps 
and bounds, since the introduction of many new hybrids. of- 
unusual merit. 


Today, with the great range in time of bloom that is possible 
to-attain with the- wise selection of the right varieties, it is 
possible to. have continuous bloom from mid-May. to the last 
of September. Hybridizers have also made it possible to have 
a wide range of color, including about all shades of yellow, 
gold, red, mahogany, pink, brown, with a great variety of 
markings and shape of flower. . 


It can be truly: said that Hemerocallis will grow almost 
everywhere. They are very tolerant of extremely dry locations, 
where hardly anything else could survive. They do well in a 
reasonable amount of shade, and will tolerate quite a moist 
situation. In short, they are an all-around good perennial. °
